Holders of the Mortgage to Foreclose 
for Non-Payment. 


The Directors of the Consolidated Lake Superior Company 
Acknowledge Failure—Owes $200,000 in Wages and 
Salaries—Works Shut Down—The Collapse of the 
Big Enterprise at the “* Soo ’’ Now Complete. 


With its capital of $117,000,000 . the Consolidated Lake 
Superior Company, of Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario, has col- 
lapsed. Its directors on Monday admitted the insolvency 
of the company by their failure to raise $5,050,000 in cash 
to pay off a loan now nearly three months overdue. 

It is considered the worst industrial crash in recent 
years. The company has collapsed, owing to thousands of 
its iron workers, miners, trainmen and lumbermen and 
their chiefs wages and salaries amounting to $200,000. Its 
ruin spells the loss of millions of dollars to those who 
ventured their money in the big enterprise. 

The promoter, F, H. Clergue, succeeded in interesting 
some of the shrewdest financiers in the East. Millions 
were poured into the enterprise, which, according to the 
glittering prospectus, was to develop one of nature’s rich- 
est spots. 

Directors of the company after their meeting on Mon- 
day were compelled to acknowledge utter defeat in their 
efforts to raise money to pay off the loan due to Speyer 
& Co., of New York. At the same time admission was made 
that by the failure to pay the loan all theig assets would 

e lost, and that the Consolidated Lake Superior Company 
would own nothing but its charter. 

It was also admitted that $200,000 due to workmen and 
minor officials could not be paid, as the company’s treasury 
was depleted. On an average, pay for one month and a 
half is due the company’s employees. 

Speyer & Co. were informed after the meeting of the 
failure of the directors to raise the money to pay the loan. 
Charles H. Tweed, of that firm, then said that the next step 
would be to sell at public auction all the securities which 
were deposited with them as collateral for the loan. He 
also announced that in the meantime the pulp and other 
plants and mills, railroads and factories owned by the big 
consolidated company would not be operated. 

Edward H. Sanborn, vice president of the company, 
aid that, in case the company is auctioned, in addition to 
the Speyer loan for $5,050,000, there also will have to be 
satisfied certain underlying claims which will aggregate 
another $5,000,c00, so that the sale, in order to satisfy all 
claims, will have to bring at least $10,000,000. These 
laims consist of bonds issued against sub-companies, the 
stocks of which are part of the collateral’ loan held by 
Speyer & Co. There are $3,500,000 of the Michigan Lake 
Superior Power Company, $600,000 of the street railway 
ind ferry companies, $160,000 Tagona Water and Light 
Company, and $300,000 of town debentures, assumed when 
the franchises were obtained from Sault Ste. Marie. In 
iddition to these claims, there are certain mechanics’ and 
reditors’ liens, the total aggregating between $10,000,000 
ind $11,000,000. In order, therefore, to obtain a clear and 
ree title to the entire property, the sale of the company's 


sets will have to bring that amount 

Mr. Tweed, of Speyer & Co., in speaking of the matter 
alter the meeting, said that the note which they held prac- 
tically had been foreclosed, for a demand for payment had 
been made last week. It was overdue, he pointed out, and 
a demand or suggestion was tantamount to a foreclosure 


“We hold a collateral note,” said Mr. Tweed, “and all 
that is required for us to obtain our money is to sell such 
securities as are held as collateral at public auction.” 

One of the largest stockholders made this explanation 
of the troubles: “We have nothing to complain about in 
case the syndicate should take our property. They have 
been exceedingly considerate of us in our unfortunate con- 
dition. They have extended the time for payment nearly 
three months in order to allow us to finance the debt. We 
have tried all possible expedients and have so far failed 
I do not see any plan to raise the money, and I judge that 
the bankers recognize that we have failed in all our 
efforts. Of course, they must take steps to protect them- 
selves.” 

Asked how it came about that the company found itself 
in a position where it had to borrow money, he said: 
“Last November we planned to complete certain expen- 
sive additions to our works at the Canadian Soo and also 
to extend the railway to the ore lands. We formed a 
syndicate to underwrite the stock, and about $8,500,000 
was pledged. The new stock was to be underwritten at 
par. All arrangements for the payment of the money 
were made, when a change for the worse took place in 
the stock market. Among the underwriters were several 
Canadians, and when the failure of the great Toronto 
Stock Exchange firm of Ames & Co. occurred our friends 
were hurt. The Philadelphia contingent had been also 
hurt, and this necessitated a rearrangement of the whole 
plan, 

“The money was needed to make certain plants pro- 
ductive, and we decided as a temporary expedient to bor 
row the funds from bankers to tide us over until we could

hen we went to financial interests to help us out, for 
which assistance we would give a practical control and al- 
low us an interest in the property. In this we have failed 
also. Other plans have been suggested and discussed, but 
none would take them up. The merit of our proposition 
was commended by J. P. Morgan, who offered to subscribe 
$500,000 to an underwriting syndicate to furnish us with 
the funds, but it seems that we are up against a veritable 
stone wall. 

“We made the error of trying to finance the proposition 
without any bonds. We wanted to have our property un- 
bonded and without mortgage, and we took as much stock 
as we possibly could among ourselves with this object in 
view. Our railroad was unbonded and we had unlimited 
possibilities for the success of the enterprise, but it seems 
that our plans will end in nothing but failure.” 

The closing down of the various plants at the Soo was 
the first step which marked the failure of the efforts to 
raise cash. The company had run short of all working 
capital. According to the terms of the Speyer loan no lien 
could be placed upon the property, and, as the treasury 
was depleted, there was no recourse left but to close the 
plants

A SELLING COMPANY. 


Box Board Manufacturers Agree to 
Organize One. 


The United Box Board and Paper Company and the Leading 
Independent Mill Owners at Last Reach a Basis of 
Agreement—Ninety Per Cent, of the Board Produc- 
tion to Be Sold Through a New Company. 


The organization of a new selling company, through 
which 90 per cent. of the box board production of the 
country will be marketed, is now practically assured. An 
agreement to this effect was reached as a result of a three 
days’ conference of the manufacturers held at the offices of 
the United Box Board and Paper Company in New York 
The task 
of working out the necessary details of the plan and

drafting the agreement was left to a committee which is 
to report on September 30, at another meeting to be held 
on that date. The gentlemen on that committee are: O 
C. Barber, chairman; J. Lovett, of the Tonawanda Board 
and Paper Company, Tonawanda, N. Y.; H. L. Bever 
idge, of the Beveridge Paper Company, Indianapolis, 
Ind.; M. A. Williams, of the Piermont Paper Company, 
Piermont, N. Y., representing the independent mills; Pres 
ident Roberts, Treasurer Fleming and W. C. Staley, rep 
resenting the United Box Board and Paper Company 

The plan agreed to involves the formation of a selling 
company through which the combined product of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company and the inde 
pendent mills included in the agreement is to be seld 
O. C. Barber, president of the Diamond Match Company 
is to be president of the selling company. On the board 
of directors of the new company the United and the inde 
pendent mills are to have equal representation, perhaps 
four directors each Ihe balance of power will rest with 
Mr. Barber, who will be chairman of the board. In re 
gard to the offices which the company will occupy, that 
matter, in common with other details, has not been de- 
cided. As there is some objection to allowing the busi 
ness to be done through the United, it is possible that the 
new selling company will hire other quarters. But the 
fact that the United has in operation all the machinery for 
transacting the business may lead to a withdrawal of the 
objections made. President Roberts, it is understood 
will continue in his present position at the head of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company. The functions 
of the new company will be solely those of a selling com 
pany. Uniform prices will be established and maintained 
for the products of the mills. The proposed scheme is 
based on the ability to obtain the consent thereto of nearly 
0 per cent. of the tonnage of the independent mills

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REPORTS ON DEMAND AND PRICES. 


The Tone of the Market Is Quiet Yet Firm—A Healthy 
Business Being Done in the Various Lines— 
No Change in Quotations. 


So far in the month the September demand in the New 
York market has not been quite up te expectations, as 
far as the distributing trade is concerned. As a rule the 
jobbers report that business is a little quiet. But even 
those who make this statement add that their sales are 
somewhat ahead of last year. With thg manufacturers 
the universal story is that business has steadily improved 
since the first of the month. This would seem to indicate 
that the fall demand had really set in. Trade in the regu- 
lar stock sizes with many of the jobbing houses is not as 
brisk as it should be. From now on the improvement 
should be rapid, as printers, lithographers and other con- 
sumers are daily giving evidence of greater activity. In 
manilas there is a very fair movement with the jobbers, as 
general retail business is good. But notwithstanding the 
increased consumption in wrapping papers, the quota- 
tions on manilas have not stiffened any within the past 
few weeks. The cheaper grades, particularly the No. 2 
wood manilas, are still quoted at low prices. Tissues are 
rather scarce and are very firm in price owing to the 
shortage in the supply. The demand for book papers is 
on the increase, although as yet there is no great strength 
to it. As far as can be learned, however, all the book 
mills are comfortably filled with orders. On book papers 
the quotations are unchanged. In news papers the market 
situation is stronger, as the consumption has grown be- 
cause of the increase in advertising. This year there has 
so far been no important addition to the news production 
of the country. One company, however, expects to start 
a number of new machines this fall. With the exception 
of this addition, reported to be about 100 tons daily, the 
production of news remains about the same as it was last 
year. As the consumption has increased it is predicted 
that news will gradually grow stronger from now on till 
the first of the year. Prices on news are firm. Some 
small quantities of news are, however, being offered at 
rather low prices. In boards the outlook is very bright 
just now, because of the agreement of the manufacturers 
representing about 90 per cent. of the tonnage to mar- 
ket their product thrqugh a general selling agency. A 
meeting to perfect this agreement is to be held in New 
York on Wednesday of next week. If the matter is final- 
ly closed at that time advances in boards will soon be 
made.

Demand Increasing in Wisconsin. 
(From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., September 21, 1903.—Manufacturers 
say there is a slight but steady increase all the time in 
the demand for papers of all kinds, denoting a very 
healthy condition, though no extraordinary stimulation. 
People in touch with the printing trade assert that the 
printing business during the last two weeks in July and 
the month of August was more quiet than at any time 
previously for several years. In many cases in Chicago 
and elsewhere many men were laid off because there was 
no work for them to do. Thus far in September, how- 
ever, business has been picking up and is now nearly 
normal again. There seems to have been a very general 
scare in June and July over labor and Wall Street con- 
ditions, which affected the printing business as well as 
other kinds of business, but people are now getting over 
their fright and are resuming advertising and printing 
work generally, and the mills are feeling it.

Ohio Water Pollution Discussed. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Dayton, Ohio, September 20, 1903.—One of the most 
interesting subjects discussed by the Boards of Public 
Service of Ohio and the Central States Water Works As- 
sociation, which held joint sessions here the past week, per- 
tained to the pollution of streams. Inasmuch as a fight 
has been made against local and Miami Valley paper mills 
by the authorities, the subject proved most timely. 

Dr. Probst, the State secretary of the Board of Health of 
Ohio, was the principal speaker on the subject. 

After referring to the many vexed cases with which the 
board had contended in several Ohio towns he said: “We 
should legislate wisely for the future. Conditions are 
growing worse. Minimum stream flows are becoming 
smaller, and the various sources of their pollution are 
steadily increasing. England has created river conservancy 
boards with power to prevent the further pollution of 
streams, and to gradually bring them back to something 
near their original purity. We would do well to follow 
some such line in Ohio. We should now enact laws and 
enforce them for the prevention of what must otherwise 
be intolerable conditions twenty or thirty years hence. 

“Our laws prohibit the pollution of streams, but there 
seems great difficulty in having them enforced. A number 
of suits have been brought against Columbus within the 
past ten years, but the nuisance continues, and is augment- 
ing. Under the act of 1893 the streams have been partly 
protected and pollution stopped as much as possible.” 

Joseph J. Pater, the president of the Central Water 
Works Association, called attention to the trouble experi- 
enced in Hamilton, where he said the paper mills emptied 
their refuse into the Miami River, which at times turned 
different colors. 

In fact many persons spoke on the subject, and it was 
decided to further the interests of municipalities no matter 
where the shot struck. It is hardly thought that action 
will be taken in a concerted way against manufacturers, 
however. M. V. 


Machine Tender Meets Awful Death. 


John McVadey, a machine tender at the Island mill of 
the Union Bag and Paper Company at Ballston Spa, was 
killed on Thursday of last week by being caught in a ma- 
chine, his body being crushed between heavy calender rolls. 
McVadey had just started the paper running through the ma- 
chine, but instead of following the felt it went around the 
calender roll and necessitated its being cut out while the ma- 
chine was in motion. This is always dangerous work, and 
Foreman Nelson Pitts, who stood by, repeatedly warned 
McVadey to be careful and to stand back while he cut it 
loose. Pitts partly cut the paper loose, when McVadey, 
unheeding his warning, thrust in his left hand to grasp 
the end of the paper and tear it out. In an instant his 
hand was caught and his whole body was pulled into the 
machinery. 

The calender roll weighs more than a ton and is heated 
by steam to a temperature of about 200°. The young man 
was pulled by the felt over this large roll, revolving at 
the rate of 185 feet a minute, and between it and a smaller 
roll pressing closely upon it. Two of these large rolls 
were thrown out of place fully 6 inches by the body. The 
machinery was stopped as promptly as possible and Mc- 
Vadey was removed. He was alive and lived about fifteen 
minutes.

Action of an Attorney Severely Criticised by Judge Aldrich 
in the Bankruptcy Proceedings—Permission Granted to 
Sell $100,000 Worth of the Perishable Property. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

PortsmoutH, N. H., September 21, 1903.—The failure in 
one of the attorneys, in the case of the report of a master 
on the petition to declare the White Mountain Paper Com- 
pany a bankrupt concern, to give notice to the other side 
regarding the filing of an affidavit not only brought forth 
from Judge Aldrich in the United States District Court 
today a severe rebuke, but stopped the hearing for the day, 
much to the disappointment of a large number of attorneys 
who had appeared in the case. Judge Aldrich granted per- 
mission for the sale of $100,000 perishable property of the 
paper company. 

The criticism of Judge Aldrich was at the opening of the 
session. Mr. Allan McCulloh rose and said he wished to 
file an affidavit of John C. Morgan, general manager of the 
company, to the effect that the principal office and place of 
business is in New York and not at Portsmouth. 

Judge Aldrich asked if that fact had been made known 
to the other side. Mr. McCulloh replied that it had not, 
and started to explain, when he was sharply called to or- 
der by the judge, who severely criticised the counsel, stating 
that the question should have been raised previously. Mr. 
McCulloh once more tried to explain and again Judge 
Aldrich stopped him, threatening to be even more severe 
in his criticism if he pressed the question. 

On going into the Circuit Court, however, where the 
question of the sale of the perishable property was argued, 
Mr. McCulloh spoke at length and endeavored to show that 
the paper company did not come under the bankruptcy laws 
of the country. Judge Aldrich, however, decided that it 
was a question whether the statutes should be construed 
liberally or strictly. He finally allowed Mr. McCulloh un- 
til next Monday to file a brief in the matter and gave Mr. 
Sargent, the attorney for the petitioners, until the following 
Monday to answer.

Philadelphia and the “Soo.” 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PuiapeLpaia, September 22, 1903.—-The wreck of the 
Consolidated Lake Superior Company is complete, and 
all that remains is to clear away the débris. The pulp 
mill at the Soo has ceased grinding wood, all the other 
manifold operations are silent, Speyer & Co. have made 
formal demand for the repayment of their $5,050,000 loan, 
and today followed it by formal notification of their inten- 


tion to sell the assets at auction, and the officers in Phila- 
delphia are making explanations. When the auction sale 
is to take place has not been determined, but that sale 
must bring over $11,000,000 before there is a dollar for 
shareholders, for ahead of the $5,050,000 Speyer mortgage 
loan are four prior liens amounting to about $5,000,000 
more. Indications, however, point to some spirited bid 
ding, and half a dozen syndicates are forming to be pre- 
pared for this auction of this $110,000,000 company, which 
has expended, according to its officials, fully $30,000,000 
in development. All these officials acknowledge that the 
wreck is complete. ‘The company will continue to exist,” 
declared Vice President Sanborn, denying the rumor that 
its officials would resign, “but it will be merely an empty 
shell. The assets will be sold to satisfy the Speyer and 
other claims. Then there will be nothing left for the 
stockholders.” Meanwhile the stockholders’ protective 
committee is holding frequent meetings to discuss the ad- 
visability of asking for the appointment of a receiver, but 
no conclusion has been reached, 

The element of hope in the situation was that purchasers 
of certain stock whose names have been withheld, though 
they were recorded in the company books which so unex 
pectedly left the Philadelphia transfer office, will be com- 
pelled to make payment. In the report of June, 1902, it 
was stated that there was to be received from sales of pre- 
ferred stock $9,239,100. In a statement issued this evening 
Vice President Sanborn deducts from this amount $2,500,- 
000 as “options given up,” $612,000 as “agreements can- 
celled” and $2,430,500 as “payments by purchasers,” leav- 
ing to date an unpaid balance of $3,696,500, concerning 
which he concludes his lengthy statement with these re- 
marks: “Of this amount $289,900 is on account of the 
$11,500,000 issue and $3,406,700 is on account of the $6,000,- 
000 issue. Ail of the $289,000 has been due since February 
15, 1903, the expiration of the thirty days of grace al- 
lowed on the last installment, but probably not over $30,000 
of this would prove collectible by legal process, owing to 
the present financial inability of the underwriters. Of the 
$3,406,700 there is now due $989,950 on account of the 
second, third, fourth and fifth instalments, but of this 
amount it is doubtful if as much as $300,000 could be col- 
lected, owing to the financial inability of the purchasers. 
There has not been communicated to you as yet the names 
of the purchasers of this stock. The non-communication 
of these names has not been with any intention or desire 
on the part of the board to prevent the collection of the 
amounts alleged to be due as far as possible; but in view 
of the position taken by the purchasers that they are not 
legally responsible it has not been thought expedient to 
publish their names. The amount which can be collected, 
even if the purchasers are legally responsible, is too small 
to bear any part in the reorganization of the company.

PuHILapeLtpuia, September 21, 1903.—P. F. Rothermel, 
counsel for E. C. Miller and other stockholders of the 
Consolidated Lake Superior, intimated today that applica- 
tion for the appointment of a receiver for the company 
would be made. 

Some of the stockholders assert that a foreclosure by 
the Speyers and the shutdown of the consolidated works 
at the Soo will be part of a plan to “rush things” on the 
stockholders, so as to force them into a speedy reorganiza- 
tion. Competitive bidding for the properties would upset 
such a scheme. Mr. Rothermel said: 

“As the total authorized capitalization is $117,000,000, 
82,000 shares of common stock and 350,000 shares of pre- 
ferred stock, this would make a new corporation of 304,000 
shares. It is proposed, however, I am informed, to make 
the capitalization $40,000,000, shares at $100 par. 

“As each common stockholder receives one share in 
the new corporation for every five of the old, each share 
in the new corporation would cost him $40 in addition to 
the value of the old stock, and as each preferred stock- 
holder receives one share for two and a half shares of the 
old, each share in the new corporation would cost him 
$20 in addition to the value of the old stock, 

“As all the assets of the old corporation are to be 
bought at public sale and new capital supplied with the 
$8,000,000 raised as stated, it cannot be assumed that the 
assets of the new corporation, no matter how high they 
may be appraised, are worth more than $8,000,000, or one- 
fifth of the capitalization of $40,000,000. A share of stock, 
therefore, would not be worth more than one-fifth of the 
par of $100, or $20. 

“Hence it is manifest that this plan of reorganization 
calls upon the common stockholder to pay $20 a share, 
plus the present value of his “stock, for every share of 
stock he receives in the new corporation, which stock is 
at best worth but $20 a share at the time the corporation 
is formed. 

“Assuming the average price paid by the common 
stockholder for his present stock to have been $25 a share 
and the average price paid by the preferred stockholders 
as $70 a share, this new stock, worth but $20 a share, 
would cost the common stockholders $165 a share and 
the preferred stockholders $195 a share.”

The American Straw Board Company Said to Be Victim of a 
Conspiracy—Reported Evidence That Enemies 
Poured a Drug inte the Streams.

Miami and Erie Canal to Be Repaired. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Dayton, Ohio, September 20, 1903.—Charles Cooper, 
superintendent of the Miami and Erie Canal, has been 
making a tour of inspection in the southern part of the 
valley, and expects to begin improvements at the State 
dam at an early date. It is the intention to tear out the 
roadway leading to the headgates, as it has been under- 
mined for some time. The entire levee is honeycombed 
and will be torn away to the water’s edge and then built 
up in a modern way. If this levee should wash out great 
damage would be entailed. The men on the two boats 
owned by the State came to the valley this week and have 
started the preliminary work. Superintendent Cooper has 
contracted with the Middletown Hydraulic Company to 
put in a steam dredge into the feeder from the headgates 
down to where the feeder enters the canal. M. V. 

The Raymondville (N. Y.) Paper Company has com 
pleted a new dam, 280 feet in length, across the Racquette 
River, giving greater head of water and more power, 
which is being utilized to increase the output of ground 
wood at the company’s plant. More Bagley & Sewall 
grinders have been put in, and the production of ground 
wood is considerably more than is required for the 30 
tons of news that the mill is turning out daily. 

The Norwood and St. Lawrence Railroad, 74 miles in 
length, built for the accommodation of paper mills on the 
Racquette River at Norfolk and Raymondville, will prob 
ably be extended next year to the St. Lawrence River, a 
distance of about 10 miles, making a short haul for pulp 
wood from a river port to mills in Northern New York 
The road at present is taking care of about 450 tons of 
freight per day, besides doing a mail, passenger and ex- 
press business. The road pays well now, but those inter- 
ested believe it will pay better with a terminal.

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WISCONSIN RIVER MILLS. 


All Except Twe Are Shut Down by High Water—Fox and 
Wolf Rivers Are Higher Than They Have 
Been at This Season Since 1881. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


App_Leton, Wis., September 21, 1903.—For a good share 
of last week only two paper mills on the Wisconsin River 
from one end to the other were in operation. All the 
rest were compelled to shut down on account of high 
water. At the site of the new mill of the Consolidated 
Water Power and Paper Company, at Grand Rapids, sev- 
eral thousand dollars’ worth of damage was done by the 
carrying out of coffer dams and uncompleted work. The 
whole of Northern Wisconsin has been deluged with rain 
all this month, and the Wisconsin River has been higher 
than ever known before since the memorable time three 
years ago. Between September 1 and 16 the river rose 
over 9 feet, the most rapid rise being between the 13th 
and 16th, rising 3% feet between the 13th and 14th and 
1% between the 14th and 16th. On the 17th the crest of 
the rise was reached, and since then the stream has been 
falling slowly. The water manifested all the usual flood 
conditions, being very roily and dirty and carrying down 
branches. of trees and sometimes stumps, together with 
all sorts of driftwood. Many of the dams were very much 
endangered, but all of them thus far have stood the test. 
At the Consolidated Water Power and Paper Company's 
plant a large part of the coffer dam was carried away and 
two hoisting engines swept into the water. A section of 
the breakwater not filled with rock was also swung into 
the shore. The estimated damage is between $3,000 and 
$5,000, but the greatest loss will come in the delay to the 
work and the necessity of doing over again a good many 
things that were thought to be finished. The basements 
of many of the paper mills along the river were flooded, 
and this, in connection with the back water, has caused 
the shutdowns. 

On: the Fox River, while the water is very high and the 
mills are using all they want, there is no such condition 
as onthe Wisconsin. River. The Upper Fox and Wolf 
rivers, which feed Lake Winnebago, are higher than they 
have been at this season before since 1881, but the great 


extent of the lake into which they empty prevents any 
sudden rise on the Lower Fox, where the paper mills are 
situated. 

It is noticed as a rather strange circumstance that al- 
most always when the water is high in the West it is low 
in the East and vice versa. Fox RIver. 





High Water in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., September 21, 1903—News has 
been received that a portion of the levee on the Wisconsin 
River at Portage has been carried out by the high water 
and that a good deal of the county thereabouts is being 
inundated. All the paper mills are above Portage a long 
distance and none of them will be affected.

Paper and Pulp Markets Quict—Imports and Exports of 
British Paper—Details of Imports of 
“* Unprinted ’’ Paper. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Lonvon, September 10, 1903.—Business in the paper line 
continues to be quiet, and the market is entirely feature- 
less. . 

In pulps, chemical is firm, but the volume of business 
is small, while mechanical is quiet, but values show a 
hardening tendency. 

During August the total value of the receipts of foreign 
paper at British ports amounted to £386,331, an increase 
of £12,329 compared with the value for August last year 
Taking the value of unprinted paper received last month 
there was an increase of £13,211, and in printed paper 
£1,253; in straw, mill and wood pulp boards, however, a 
decline is registered of £2,135 compared with the corre- 
sponding month of last year. During the last eight 
months, January to August, the value of foreign paper 
imported into this country amounts to £3,175,104, an in- 
crease of £126,618 compared with the first eight months of 
1902. The arrivals of unprinted paper on reels show an 
increase of £31,112, and not on reels £55,555, or a total in- 
crease of £86,667. The receipts of printed paper during 
the same period mark an increase of £10,812, and straw, 
mill and wood pulp boards an increase of £29,139.

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STRIKE AT RUMFORD FALLS. 


Empleyees of the International Paper Company to the 
Number of Seven Hundred and Fifty Go Out—Trouble 
Over Extra Time Pay Caused the Strike. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL] 

Rumrorp Fa.is, September 22, 1903——The 750 em- 
ployees of the International paper mills of this place went 
out on strike on Wednesday of last week, and it is pre- 
dicted by many that the Continental Paper Bag.mill and 
the Oxford mills will follow suit, thus throwing out of 
employment over 2,000 people, male and female. 

The trouble began with the engineers in regard to the 
amount of pay they were to receive for extra time and the 
final trouble came from employing two non-union men to 
fill the vacancies caused by two union men leaving. 

The Continental Paper Bag mill is supplied with power 
by the International mills, and as at present the former 
mill has a four days’ supply of stock, the union has agreed 


_to let the International mills keep up steam until this 


stock is exhausted. It is then expected that the Conti- 
nental employees will strike. The shutting down of this 
mill will throw many women and girls out of employment 

Various opinions are expressed as to the length and se- 
verity that the strike will assume. A prominent official 
and large stockholder in one of the mills said that he 
thought it would be very speedily settled, while on the 
contrary one of the foremost employees, and a non-unioa 
man at that, said that it would be a long and bitter fight. 

The representatives of the company at a conference with 
the employees before final action was taken maintained 
their right to choose their employees, and explained the 
reason for their action in the present instance. The non- 
union man objected to by the union members, they said, 
was a good workman, and faithfully performed tasks as- 
signed to him. Under these circumstances the company 
did not feel called upon to discharge him simply because 
he preferred not to join the union. On the other hand, 
they claimed that the machinists who sought reinstatement 
had been discharged for good and sufficient cause, and 
therefore would not be re-employed. 

The employees’ committee, however, was equally de- 
termined that their position was a proper one and they 
declined to yield a single point. When the strike was 
ordered this morning every union member left the mill. 

According to Edwin Brown, who is chairman of the 


Central Labor Union, the men here have acted without the 
support of the national heads in the strike at the paper 
mills and therefore will not, in all probability, receive as- 
sistance from the national union in case of a prolonged 
strike. Mr. Brown is authority for the statement that the 
mill did not close its doors against any of the employees, 
union or non-union, and that the men might have returned 
to work had they so wished. The man over whom it is 
alleged the trouble has arisen, says Mr. Brown, has been 
declared a “scab” after a trial by the Central Labor Union, 
having agreed, it is understood, to work at a price below 
what the union has scheduled. Should any of the men in 
the neighboring mills come out, says Mr. Brown, it will be 
merely from sympathy, as they cannot be called out under 
existing circumstances. 





At the New York offices of the International Paper 
Company it was stated on Wednesday of this week that 
the men were still out at Rumford Falls. 


To Settle Paper Makers’ Strike. 


The newly elected State organizer of the Workingmen’s 
Federation left New York on Tuesday of this week, under 
instructions from the convention, to endeavor to settle the 
strike of paper makers at Norfolk, N. Y. About 150 are 
out, in protest against the mew superintendent’s order to 
return to the two tour system in the mills, after the men 
have enjoyed the three shift or eight hour rule. 





Extensive repairs are now under way at the Carthage 
Tissue Mill, Carthage, N. Y. The tailrace is being en- 
larged, securing greater depth and width, and large and 
substantial supports are being placed in position to 
strengthen the rear portion of the building. Sufficient 
space has also been made for another beater. 

The Holyoke Water Power Company has received a 
permit from the Harbor and Land Commission of Massa- 
chusetts for the construction of the proposed electric 
power station at Holyoke. It is proposed to erect the 
station on the bank of the Connecticut River, just below 
the dam. 

The Mitchell-Westcott Paper Company, Maumee, Ohio, 
has just received a large shipment of lumber and other 
supplies and is pushing the work on its new mill with a 
large force of men. The boiler house and machine room 
are almost completed and work has been started on the 
beater and tub rooms. 


AMERICAN WRITING RAISES WAGES 


The Company Voluntarily Puts in Force the Increased Ratc 
Which Its Employees Refused to Accept Just Before the 
Strike—No Previous Notice of the Act Given.

The American Writing Paper Company last Thursday 
night advanced the wages of the employees at the rate it 
agreed to before the strike was inaugurated last June. 

No notice of the advance was made, but the increase in 
wages was found in the envelopes of the employees when 
they were paid off. The company does not discuss the 
matter at any length, and no reason is advanced for the 
increase, as the men returned to work under the old rate 
of wages. 

The schedule as it is in effect today raises the pay of the 
engine helpers from $1.50 to $1.65 a day; women over- 
lookers in rag rooms, from 90 cents to $1; finishing room 
workers, sealers from $1.50 to $1.65, joggers from $1.50 to 
$1.75, cutter girls from $1 to $1.10; machine tenders who 
were receiving $2.75 are advanced to $3, but those receiv- 
ing $3 or more get no increase. Back tenders in fine mills 
are advanced from $1.50 to $1.62. 

This schedule was published at length in THe Paper 
TRADE JourNAL of June 18, and is the one which was re 
jected by Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers, and which rejec- 
tion finally resulted in the strike. 

The employees are well satisfied, and many favorable 
comments have been made on the action of the company.

Wages of Operatives Increased. 

The wages of the operatives of the mills of the Ameri 
can Writing Paper Company, of Holyoke; the Carew Man 
ufacturing Company, and the Hampshire Paper Company, 
of South Hadley Falls, have been advanced to the figures 
of the new schedule of the American Company that was 
offered to Eagle Lodge previous to the strike in June. 
The Parsons Paper Company now pays practically the 
same as the American Company, so that increased wages 
prevail in nearly all of the Holyoke paper mills. The ac- 
tion of the companies interested came as a surprise, 
nothing being known of it until the employees opened their 
pay envelopes Thursday afternoon.

It is understood that the box board manufacturers have 
decided to pool their issues so far as the manner of dis- 
posing of their product is concerned, and that within a 
short time the tonnage of the United Box Board and Pa- 
per Company and of the mills outside of that company 
will be marketed through a new corporation yet to be 
formed. This decision would seem to be wise. 

The result will be to concentrate the control of the box 
board market in the manufacturers themselves, a fact that 
with fair prices will be of advantage not only to the mill 
men themselves, but to the paper box makers and other 
consumers of box boards. 

The tonnage of the present manufacturing plants is 
large, larger than the consumption, and this, added to 
the keen competition for orders, has produced only the

natural result, that of a break in prices. 
facturers and also to the box makers, whose estimates 
have been rudely disturbed, and who in a large number 
of cases have simply cancelled their orders for boards. 

It is to be hoped that the new board selling agency will 
be established as soon as possible, for present conditions 
are of disadvantage to all and of advantage to none. 
There is much work for it to do, and under the guidance 
of a proper man it will undoubtedly be of substantial 


benefit to the board manufacturers and their customers. 


The Collapse at the “ Soo.” 

Canada’s pulp industry from time to time has had sev- 
eral severe blows, or rather its record has been marred by 
a number of financial catastrophes, the latest and chief of 
which is that which we chronicle this week, and which has 
been imminent for the last month. Indeed there are not a 
few in the trade on this side of the line who have re- 
peatedly declared that there could be no other ending to 
the enterprise. The Consolidated Lake Superior Company 
was a consolidation of a number of concerns, all promoted 
by F. H. Clergue, formerly a pulp manufacturer in Maine. 
One of the best known of the constituent companies was 
the Sault Ste. Marie Pulp and Paper Company, an organ- 
ization that made a great deal of pulp and very little money, 
and of which it is said that the more pulp it made the more 
money it lost. Be that as it may, the losses made aggre- 
gate enormous figures, and are visited pon a very large 
number of people, among whom are over 3,500 employees, 
to whom is owing about $200,000. There were many who 
had invested in the various enterprises at the “Soo,” pro- 
moted by Mr. Clergue, and the inducements held forth to 
investors were of the most glittering kind. The “Soo,” ac 
cording to the arguments put forth in speeches, in long 
newspaper and magazihe articles, and in vast quantities of 
miscellaneous printed matter, was bound to be the place of 
all the earth from which should flow an unending golden

foundation of business success. Financial pyrotechnics 
may be interesting to the curious looker-on, but they are 
very often decidedly dangerous to those who indulge in 


them. 


The seller of paper is always on the lookout for the 
names and addresses of those men* who are buyers 


of his class of goods. When he needs such lists 
he wants them accurate and up to date. Nowhere 


else can he find them so conveniently arranged, so 
accurately compiled or at so low a price as in Lock- 
wood’s Directory of the Paper, Stationery and Allied 
Trades, a new edition of which has just been issued. This 
book has been published annually for twenty-nine years 
and long ago won its place as the standard reference book 
of the trade, and each successive issue strengthens its 
hold on that place.

If, on the other hand, one is a buyer of paper and 
is seeking the seller, he will find in the same book :eports 
on all the paper mills of the United States and Canada. 
telling what each mill makes and how much of it it pro- 
duces, while in the classified lists there are indicated just 
what mills make each line of product. Then there are full 
lists of makers and importers of surface coated, vegetable 
parchment and waxed papers, of cardboard makers, &c., 
so that the book is of vital service to everyone who has 
anything at all to do with paper. If you have not secured 
a copy, you should do so at once. 








_The paper industry has niide great progress in com- 
paratively few years. Nearly all grades of paper have 
been improved and made better adapted for the uses to 
which they are put. In none of the grades, however, has 
there been any more progress than in that of cover pa- 
pers, and in some of them there has not been nearly as 
much. Formerly a cover paper was somewhat bulkier than 
ordinary grades, and was made in a few colors. Now it 
is a totally different thing. It is run in a vast variety of 
finishes and textures and colors, and the paper maker 
works hand and glove with the printer and designer and 
publisher to produce the best results. More than that, the 
paper maker has been forced to become the teacher. He 
has studied how his product can best serve its purpose, 
and the results of that study he places before his custom- 
ers. He issues catalogues showing actual work done on his 
papers, sparing neither time nor money in his effort to 
make a cover paper in reality a thing of beauty. The cover 
paper manufacturer is a distinct success. He has put 
brains in his branch of the business, and he is being en- 
couraged by substantial results. 








As a rule corporations are referred to as “soulless,” but 
it seems that the American Writing Paper Company cer- 
tainly should not be catalogued in that class. Its employees 
went on strike this summer. They reiected the schedules 
of advances offered by the company. After waiting for a 
long time the company withdrew the advances and finally, 
at the end of a long and disastrous strike, the company’s 
employees returned to work of their own volition at the 
wages in force when they struck. Now the company has 
issued notices of advances, a fact that certainly should be 
strong evidence that at least the corporation desires to be 
fair, even if one does not wish to go further in his com- 
mendation. The action of the company should be a token 
to its employees that there are better ways of accomplishing 
results other than by strikes and that corporations are not 
all as black as the typical ones are painted. 

According to a bit of fiction in a New York Sunday 
newspaper, paper is now being made of oak and hickory, 
and a few other woods of that character. Of course this 
is fiction in more senses than one, but while he was at it 
the writer might have given,rosewood and mahogany, and 
ebony and ironwood a chance. Just think how the florists 
would have welcomed the first named, and how paper made 
from the last named would growd “glazed hardware” out 
of the market.

Floods Close Paper Mills. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Granp Rapips, Wis., September 21, 1903.—It has rained 
in this locality every day for a week, and today the Wis- 
consin River at this point is swelling with the tail end of 
the flood that has caused so much havoc in the northern 
cities of the State. 

The Consolidated Water Power and Paper Company 
has constructed an extensive cofferdam below and around 
the eastern side of the new mill, which has taken a large 
force of men nearly two weeks to complete. The water 
overtopped this work Sunday evening, and the tremen- 
dous current of the rapids has now washed every vestige 
of it away. All work on the dam is necessarily suspended 
and it will be at least a week, under favorable conditions, 
before it can be begun again. 

The actual damage to the company will not be over 
$4,000 or $5,000, but the damage caused by the delay in its 
work will be considerably more than this. The water is 
now 10 feet above low water mark, but is about at a 
standstill, and a fall in the river is expected soon 

All of the paper mills in this vicinity are closed down 
on account of the high water.

Schutz Disintegrator and Beater—In This Machine the 
Material Is Pulverized and Air Is Used in the 
Process of Grading or Separating. 


Joseph M. Schutz, of Minneapolis, Minn., assignor to 
the Schutz-O’Neill Company, of the same place, has been 
granted patent No. 739,227 on a disintegrator. : 

Fig. 1 is a perspective view of a disintegrator embodying 
the invention, the same being shown in connection ‘with a 
novel means of collecting the products. Fig. 2 is a longi- 
tudinal vertical section of the disintegrator. Fig. 3 is a 
transverse vertical section on the line # # of Fig. 2. 
Fig. 4 is a perspective detail of the grinding shell and parts. 

The machine comprises two main parts—the disinte- 
grator, in which the material is pulverized and wherein air 
is used in the process of grading or separating, and the 
collector, wherein the product of the disintegrator is de- 
posited and the air pressure is relieved. The disintegrator 


comprises the heavy base 2, having the bearings 3 3 for the 
beater shaft 4, the beater upon the end of said shaft, and 
the casing or housing 5, surrounding the beater and con-

taining the grinding shell 6. The casing or housing 5 is 
semicircular at the top, while its sides 5’ extend in straight 
lines to the surface on which the machine rests. Both the 
back and the front of the casing or housing extend to the 
base plane, and the back is perforated only to receive the 
end of the shaft 4 The front of the casing is provided 
with a large central opening, and this is closed and the 
casing completed by the face plate or disk 7, that contains 
the spoutlike hopper 8. The spout or hopper, of which 
the face plate 7 forms a part, tends to throw and hold the 
material toward the back plate. The face plate 7 is pro- 
vided with a shoulder 9 to receive the grinding shell 6. 
This shell is of considerably less diameter than the internal 
diameter of the casing 5, so that an annular space Io re- 
mains within the casing all the way around the cylindrical 
shell 6, said space opening into the enlarged space II, a 
part thereof, in the bottom of the casing or housing. The 
grinding ring 6 is held in place by the face plate 7, which 
latter is secured by two pins 13, passing through lugs 14 
on the exterior of the casing and secured by wedge pins 
15. As the face plate is drawn into place the ring is 
firmly held between the face plate 7 and an annular rib or 
face 16, that is turned up on the inside of the back of the 
housing. This rib is the only finished part upon the back 
of the housing, and the only other parts of the housing that 
are finished are the edges of the opening that receives the 
face plate and that part just around the shaft in the back. 
The grinding ring 6 appears to be made up of a series of 
short square rods set upon their corners. This, however, 
is not the case. The parts having this appearance are 
preferably substantially rectangular bar projections 17, ex- 
tending from a solid part of the ring 18, which part is cut 
down to the middle of the rectangular portions, so that 
even the solid portion of the ring presents a series of 
sharp cornered corrugations, which are continued in the 
projections, between which there are longitudinal slots 
through which the fine material may escape into the space 
to around the ring. This ring 6 is preferably made in a 
single casting, and breakage thereof is extremely unlikely, 
because of the manner of holding the ring in the face plate 
and between the same and the back of the casing. The 
beaters occupy almost all of the space within the shell 6 
when the beaters are in motion, and it will be noted that 
the beaters first strike the material that enters through the 
hopper and while the material is upon the solid part of the 
ring 6. The material is thus crushed quite perfectly be- 
fore it gets over onto the more slender parts of the shell 
or grinding ring, and contains no lumps or pieces that 
would be apt to cause breakage of the fingers or projec- 
tions making up the slotted portion of the grinding ring. 
The beaters rotate ata very high speed, and set up centrif- 
ugal action both in the material and the air that enters 
at the hopper, also rotating the whole body of air very 
rapidly. The fine material and the coarse material whirl 
with the beaters and the air, 4nd the coarse particles bound 
upon the inclined faces of the ring, and are thus kept 
within the same, while the lighter particles have their 
force and weight overcome by the volume of air which

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presses out through the slots of the ring, and thence down 
into the collector box. It is because only the lighter parti- 
cles are influenced by the air currents that one is enabled 
to make slots between the fingers of the ring that are very 
large in proportion to the material that passes through 
them, and these slots being large will not readily clog. 
The beater is made up of a series of arms projecting from 
the shaft and having large heads that revolve close to the 


grinding surface. These arms 20 are short steel bars 
swinging from or pivoted upon the shaft head. This 
structure comprises a series of collars 21, arranged on 
the end of the shaft and carrying a number of longitudinal 
pins 22, the collars and said pins being held by a lock nut 
23, the thread of which turns oppositely to the direction 
of rotation of the shaft 4. There are grooves between the 
collars to receive the ends of the arms 20, and said arms 
are pivoted upon the pins 22. Any desired number of arms 
may be employed around each collar so long as all of them 
together constitute a perfectly balanced head or beater upon 
the shaft. On the question of balancing the beater it may 
be observed that all of these parts are machine finished, and 
that the arms 20 may be made and weighed, so that they 
will be exactly alike to the ounce, greatly facilitating the 
interchangeability of parts. It is obvious that the arms 
will be projected radially from the shaft by centrifugal 
force as said shaft rotates. The arms are comparatively 
light, and the necessary weight and the finish for the ends

Reed Cellulose, 

A patent has been granted in Germany 
for a process dealing with “chemically pre- 
pared reed cellulose.” So far back as 
1858 reed was experimented with, but with- 
out any commercial result. Reed is stated 
to be plentiful in Germany, and has lately 
been subjected to experiments by a German 
expert. 

According to some particulars published 
in the Wochenblatt, it appears that caustic 
soda and sulphite lye were used. The 
former did not do away with the knots and 
the bleaching required large quantities of 
chloride of lime without obtaining a good 
white color; even with repeated bleaching 
a dirty shade only appeared which was 
rather more yellow than white, and not 
more than 40 per cent. was realized, so that 
the waste came to 60 per cent. 

Similar difficulties arose with sulphite 
lye. The knots were not sufficiently dis- 
solved and remained hard in some parts 
The necessary amount of chloride of lime 
wa likewise great, and the result was not 
above 45 per cent. 

After many more trials at last a com- 
bination of lye was made which gave a 
good result, and was found economical. 
This lye fully dissolved the knots, so that 
no undissolved chips could be seen in the 
pulp. The bleaching is easy and only re- 
quires from 7 to 10 per cent. chloride of 
lime, the white color is high and even, and 
the result is a fibre similar to esparto fibre. 
The texture of the reed is similar to that 
of esparto. According to the steam pres- 
sure employed and the time of the boiling 
process a hardér or softer pulp can be ob- 
tained similar to cotton fibre. 

After the lye had been used for reed, 
trials were made with other raw materials. 
Straw gave with the knots 55 per cent. re- 
sult, and there is no need to extract any 
knots. Manila hemp also gave a good re- 
sult, and other raw materials, otherwise dif- 
ficult to bleach, it was found could be 
easily treated with this lye. It is also suit- 
able for wood.

PAPER.—The volume of business being done in the 
New York market is about up to the average for this sea- 
son of the year. There is, from all accounts, a steady 
movement in the various grades. As yet, however, there 
is no wnusual activity to the demand. The improvement 
noted a few weeks ago still continues. But notwithstand- 
ing the gain, there is some complaint heard that the Sep- 
tember demand has not come up to expectations. Just now 
there is a fairly satisfactory movement with the jobbers in 
Manilas. This is due to the improvement in general busi- 
ness. Writing papers are still very firm, although the vol- 
ume of new business is not so very heavy. The accumu- 
lation of back orders and the curtailed production are the 
strong factors in the Writing situation. All the Writing 
mills continue very busy. For that matter all the paper 
mills in the country are now well supplied with orders. 
Book papers are in pretty good demand, but are not active 
as yet. News is still firm at the old quotations. Tissues 
are also very firm, with a tendency upward. In the whole 
market there have been no advances in quotations during 
the past week. Because of the increased demand, how- 
ever, all prices are firm. Some further advances are 
looked for in Tissues and also in the cheaper grades of 
Manilas. The latter are now selling under their average 
market price. In regard to further advances it should be 
stated that the prices on all grades of boards will probably 
be advanced just as soon as the general selling company 
for most of the mills is organized. The story in regard to 
the selling company referred to is to be found on the first 
page of this issue. The agreement of the board manufac- 
turers to sell their product through one company is of the 
utmost importance to the board industry. It means that 
prices will be advanced and maintained and production 
curtailed. Another matter that will have some bearing on 
the market in the future is the meeting of the folding box 
manufacturers held in New York on Tuesday of this week. 
A report of this meeting will be found elsewhere in this 
issue. We quote:
